The  New  President 

It  would  be  hard  to  name  a  Hampden-Sydney 
graduate  of  the  past  fifty  years  with  a  more  distin- 
guished undergraduate  record  than  Taylor  Reveley, 
'39.  After  he  had  departed  from  the  campus  for  new 
fields  of  endeavor,  the  admiring  recollection  of  his 
prowess  and  achievements  lingered  on.  He  became 
something  of  a  campus  legend. 

In  reviewing  the  bare  statistics  of  his  college  career 
as  outlined  in  the  1939  Kaleidoscope 
under  his  senior  picture,  the  reader 
is  struck  by  two  things. 

One  is  the  trust  and  admiration  his 
fellow  students  felt,  as  evinced  by  the 
positions  of  leadership  to  which  he 
was  elected :  president  of  his  class  his 
freshman,  sophomore,  and  junior 
years;  secretary-treasurer  of  the  stu- 
dent body  his  sophomore  year,  vice- 
president  his  junior  year,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  student  body  his  senior 
year;  life  president  of  his  class. 

In  athletics  Dr.  Reveley  achieved 
equal  distinction.  He  participated  in 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball 
during  his  four  college  years,  lettering 
in  each  for  three  successive  years. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that 
these  manifold  activities  did  not 
stand  in  the  way  of  academic  achieve- 
ment, and  he  was  graduated  magna 
cum  laude. 

Though  undoubtedly  he  had  no 
sense  of  it  at  the  time,  Dr.  Reveley's 
subsequent  career  was  ideal  preparation  for  the  pres- 
idency of  Hampden-Sydney  College:  a  bachelor  of 
divinity  degree  from  Union  Theological  Seminary 
(Richmond) ;  a  pastorate  in  the  Presbyterian  Church ; 
a  wartime  chaplaincy  in  the  United  States  Army;  a 
professorship  in  humanities  and  religion  at  South- 
western University  (Memphis),  and  lately  the  dean- 
ship  of  admissions  and  of  records  at  the  same  insti- 
tution ;  a  doctorate  of  philosophy  from  Duke  University. 

Just  this  year  Dr.  Reveley  had  been  called  to  one 
of  the  important  positions  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S. — that  of  secretary'  of  the  Division  of  Christian 
Higher  Education. 

This  is  the  past  that  is  prologue  to  a  future  which, 
Deo  volente,  must  be  brilliant.  It  is  hard  to  see  how 
the  Board  of  Trustees  could  have  made  a  better  choice 
for  the  eighteenth  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 
than  Taylor  Reveley. 
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Paul  Tulane  Atkinson,  1887-1963 

"If  Paul  Tulane  Atkinson  had  one  purpose  in  his 

life,  it  was  this:    that  no  one  should  ever  put  his  foot 

on  the  campus  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  without 

being  glad  he  had  come  to  this  place." 

This    statement,    by   one   who   knew  him   well,  by 

no  means  sums  up  the  life  and  character  of  one  of 

Hampden-Sydney 's   great   men,    but   by   illuminating 

a  salient  facet  of  his  character  it  affords  a  clue  to  the 
multiplex  whole  of  a  wonderfully 
fascinating  person. 

Mr.  Atkinson— "  Mr.  P.  T.," 
"P.  T.,"  or  Tulane  to  almost  all, 
students  and  friends — was  probably 
better  known  by  Hampden-Sydney 
men  than  any  other  college  alumnus 
or  official.  In  his  position  as  financial 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  for  thirty-eight  years,  he 
was  in  a  position  to  meet  and  know 
every  student  who  registered.  The 
act  of  paying  one's  fees  was  more 
than  a  dry  and  disagreeable  ritual. 
It  became  almost  a  social  occasion 
as  Mr.  P.  T.  greeted  the  registrant 
and  his  family  with  inquiries  about 
home  town,  mutual  acquaintances, 
and  talk  that  was  well  calculated  to 
make  everyone  feel  immediately  at 
home.  His  office  was  always  open 
to  students  with  a  problem.  He  was 
ever  ready  to  extend  counsel  and 
help  to  those  pressed  by  pecuniary 
exigencies.    He  was  happily  nurtured 

by   the   milk   of  human 

kindness   rather  than  by 

turnip-blood — a    feature 

sometimes     considered 

unusual     in     financial 

officers. 

The    Atkinson    home 

likewise  was  always  open 

to  students.    He  and  his 

gracious  wife  could  make 

the   most    gawky    fresh- 
man feel  immediately  at 

ease.      Many  a  student 

vividly    recalls     those 

happy  evenings  of  social 

relaxation   in   cultivated 

surroundings. 

This   geniality    was   a

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part  of  Mr.  Atkinson's  very  nature.  It  was  not  turned 
on  and  off  for  the  occasion  or  just  to  impress.  An  older 
alumnus,  Dr.  J.  Gray  McAllister,  who  as  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney  handed  the  young  Atkinson  his 
diploma  in  1907,  has  written:  "Until  recent  months, 
my  contacts  with  Tulane  were  infrequent  and  almost 
casual.  Then  nearly  a  year  ago  I  called  to  see  him 
at  his  home,  and  this  past  June  we  met  again  after 
the  exercises  of  Commencement.  On  each  occasion 
I  was  impressed  anew  with  the  warmth  of  his  greet- 
ing and  the  glow  of  a  friendship  that  had  not  less- 
ened with  passing  years.  In  a  word,  Tulane,  as  many 
will  agree,  had  what  Hugh  Black  has  called  'a  genius 
for  friendship',  and,  what  is  more,  used  it  for  the  en- 
richment of  his  fellows. " 

An  intrinsic  part  of  this  fascinating  person  was  his 
fund  of  stories,  humorous  and  anecdotal,  for  which 
he  was  noted.  In  memory's  ear  his  gentle  chuckle 
still  sounds  as  he  reached  the  climax  of  a  delightful 
tale.    His  listeners  invariably  were  held  spellbound. 

Mr.  Atkinson  was  the  great  repository  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  lore.  His  unflagging  memory  could  call  up 
from  the  past  many  a  historical  detail  or  personality. 
It  has  always  been  a  cause  of  regret  that  his  tremendous 
store  of  knowledge  about  the  College  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  century  has  not  been  entrusted  to  the 
written  page.  Much  has  now  been  irretrievably  lost 
with  the  passing  of  this  lover  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

Along  with  his  family  and  his  college,  the  church 
was  the  recipient  of  Mr.  Atkinson's  unflagging  de- 
votion, zeal,  and  endeavor.  He  had  been  a  trustee 
of  College  Church  for  fifty  years,  a  deacon  for  six 
and  then  an  elder  for  forty  years.  He  served  faith- 
fully and  diligently  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School  for  twenty-five  years.  A  leader  in  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  church  Session,  he  was  all  that  a  Presby- 
terian elder  should  be:  an  exemplar  of  Christian  living, 
a  firm  adherent  to  the  established  standards  and 
principles  of  Presbyterianism,  a  molder  of  beautiful 
and  eloquent  prayers  that  spoke  to  the  heart  of  the 
worshiper  as  well  as  to  the  Lord,  a  generous  partic- 
ipant in  the  charities  and  benevolences  of  the  church. 

Mr.  Atkinson  was  a  good  fraternity  man.  He  be- 
came a  member  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  as  a  student  and 
never  lost  his  interest  in  the  group,  either  locally  or 
nationally.  He  was  national  secretary  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  editor  of  the  fraternity  magazine,  The 
Shield  and  Diamond,  from  1913  to  1920. 

Hunting  and  farming  were  his  pleasures,  his  avo- 
cations. There  was  so  much  of  life  and  of  people, 
indeed,  that  interested  and  attracted  his  multi-faceted 
personality.  Words  can  never  encompass  an  ade- 
quate description  or  pay  satisfactory  tribute  to  Mr. 
P.  T.  It  must  be  sufficient  to  say  that,  more  than 
any  other  living  person,  he  summed  up  and  embodied 
Hampden-Sydney. 


Charles  A.  "Yank"  Bernier 

In  the  death  of  "Yank"  Bernier,  Hampden-Sydney 
has  lost  one  of  her  most  beloved  sons  and  one  whose 
influence  was  felt  and  admired  by  countless  students 
who  came  under  his  influence. 


At  the  time  of  his  retirement  from  active  coaching 
to  become  Hampden-Sydney's  first  director  of  ath- 
letics, The  Roanoke  Times  commented  editorially: 
'  .  .  .  Bernier,  who  coached  at  Alabama,  Virginia 
Tech,  and  New  Hampshire  before  starting  his  long 
coaching  career  at  Hampden-Sydney,  has  friends 
throughout  the  state  who  admire  his  record  and 
ability  to  turn  out  uniformly  good  teams  despite  the 
dearth  of  material  from  which  every  small  college  coach 
suffers.  The  tenure  of  a  coach  is  usually  short  and 
always  uncertain.  That  Bernier  has  been  an  exception 
to  the  rule  in  this  respect  is  not  surprising,  if  you  know 
the  man.  Hampden-Sydney  kept  him  at  its  athletic 
helm  for  more  than  a  score  of  years  because  it  likes 
his  influence  over  his  youthful  charges  and  rightly 
considered  that  winning  the  game  isn't  nearly  as 
important  as  how  the  game  is  played.  That  speaks 
volumes  for  the  sort  of  school  Hampden-Sydney  is, 
and  for  the  sort  of  coach  that  Charlie  Bernier  has 
always  been." 

The  late  Robert  K.  Brock  wrote  these  additional 
words.  "  ...  It  is  not,  however,  his  ability  as  a  coach — 
signal  as  that  is — for  which  he  is  most  esteemed  and 
admired.  It  is  his  keen  sportsmanship,  his  firm,  but 
always  kind  and  considerate  treatment  of  his  men  and 
his  example  of  clean  living  ....  They  were  taught  by 
him  to  be  good  football  players,  but  they  were  also 
taught  never  to  forget  that  they  were  gentlemen,  and 
that  good  playing  and  being  gentlemen  were  not 
inconsistent  ....  " 

The  same  qualities  Mr.  Bernier  possessed  as  a 
coach  he  carried  into  the  office  of  the  first  executive 
secretary  of  the  Alumni  Fund.  His  loyalty  to  Hampden- 
Sydney,  his  unique  and  effective  manner  of  working 
with  the  alumni  gave  strong  support  to  this  new  under- 
taking. 

The  Tuscaloosa  News  commented:  "...  Ascendency 
of  the  Crimson  Tide  of  the  University  of  Alabama  to 
national  recognition  can  be  traced  directly  to  Bernier .... 
His  service  to  the  University,  both  in  athletic  and  in 
alumni  affairs,  made  important  contributions  to  its 
growth  .  .  .  . " 


Eighteenth  or  Nineteenth? 

Somewhat  the  same  confusion  surrounds  the  number- 
ing of  presidents  of  Hampden-Sydney  as  that  of  presi- 
dents of  the  United  States. 

In  the  latter  case,  Grover  Cleveland  confused 
matters  by  letting  Benjamin  Harrison  interpose  one 
term  between  Mr.  Cleveland's  first  and  second  terms. 
Is  Cleveland  to  be  counted  as  one  president  or  two? 
Certainly  he  was  large  enough  for  two,  and  an  almanac 
we  have  consulted  puts  him  down  as  both  the  twenty- 
second  and  the  twenty-fourth  presidents  of  the  United 
States.  Others  will  allow  that  he  was  only  one  presi- 
dent, the  twenty-second.  So  there  is  some  question  as 
to  whether  John  F.  Kennedy  is  the  thirty-fourth  or 
thirty-fifth  president  (though  admittedly  there  is 
more  concern  as  to  who  will  be  the  thirty-fifth  thirty- 
sixth  president). 

Well,  then.  The  Reverend  A.  G.  Holladay  was 
elected  president  of  Hampden-Sydney  by  the  Board 
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of  Trustees  on  August  21,  1856.  By  November  7 
he  was  dead.  Apparently  he  never  took  office.  In  the 
Board  minutes  of  that  latter  date  he  was  still  referred 
to  as  "the  President-elect." 

The  question  has  been,  should  Mr.  Holladay  be 
counted  as  the  tenth  president  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
or  should  that  niche  be  assigned  to  Dr.  John  M.  P. 
Atkinson,  who  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy?  It  has 
been  handled  both  ways.  For  example,  in  the  January, 
1956  Record  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Robert  is  referred  to  as 
"the  seventeenth  president."  This  is  arrived  at  by 
counting  Mr.  Holladay  as  the  tenth  president.  Other- 
wise, Dr.  Robert  was  the  sixteenth  president. 

Hampden-Sydney's  presidential  list  carries  the  names 
of  several  men  who  served  as  acting  presidents,  starting 
with  Dr.  Drury  Lacy  (1789-1797)  and  including, 
among  others,  Dr.  William  H.  Whiting  (1904-1905, 
1908-1909)  and  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby  (1905).  These, 
however,  have  never  been  counted  among  the  number 
of  men  who  served  as  president.  It  seems  doubtful, 
then,  that  a  man  who,  though  elected  president,  never 
exercised  the  functions  of  that  office  and  never  assumed 
the  office  should  be  counted  in  the  regular  succession 
of  presidents;  though  certainly  his  name  should  be 
listed  honoris  causa,  as  indeed  it  is. 

By  this  reasoning,  then,  Dr.  W.  Taylor  Reveley 
becomes  the  eighteenth  president  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

We  hope  that  this  clears  up  a  point  of  confusion 
that  has  probably  given  no  one  any  concern  anyway. 


President  Gilmer's 
Administration 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  whose  resignation  was 
received  at  Commencement  with  deep  regret,  was  the 
seventeenth  president  of  the  College.  He  had  the 
distinction  of  being  the  only  professional  scientist  to 
occupy  this  position.  (President  Jonathan  P.  Gushing 
is  probably  not  to  be  counted  as  a  professional  scientist.) 
Twelve  of  his  predecessors  were  doctors  of  divinity. 
If  we  include  acting  presidents  who  served  for  at  least 
a  year,  his  forerunners  in  office  include  two  classicists, 
one  public  educator,  and  one  historian. 

President  Gilmer,  at  the  time  of  assuming  office  on 
September  1,  1960  as  acting  president,  had  established 
a  rare  and,  indeed,  nationwide  reputation  as  a  teacher 
of  physics.  For,  in  a  study  reported  in  The  American 
Journal  of  Physics,  Hampden-Sydney  ranked  first  in  the 
proportion  of  its  undergraduate  majors  in  physics  to 
attain  to  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  that  field.  This  record 
was  based  upon  a  period  of  years  in  which  Dr.  Gilmer 
taught  most  of  the  courses  in  the  department  himself. 
Like  his  noted  predecessor,  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby,  he 
taught  his  subject  with  unusual  clarity  and  animation, 
using  a  wealth  of  experimental  demonstration.  Happy 
in  his  teaching  career,  he  reluctantly  accepted  the 
burdens  of  administration  with  characteristic  loyalty 
and  unswerving  fidelity  to  duty. 

President  Gilmer's  three  years  in  office  were 
marked  by  the  steady  progress  of  the  College  in  all 


essential  ways.  The  enrollment  increased  from  416 
to  505  with  at  the  same  time  increased  selectivity, 
one  out  of  four  applicants  now  being  admitted.  The 
faculty  increased  from  32  to  36,  the  number  of  doctor- 
ates from  15  to  21.  The  new  Joseph  Dupuy  Eggleston 
Library,  begun  under  President  Robert,  was  completed 
and  dedicated.  The  old  library  was  extensively  re- 
modelled and  enlarged  into  a  handsome  dining  hall 
and  student  activities  building,  named  Winston  Hall 
in  honor  of  the  late  John  Henry  Curry  Winston.  The 
former  dining  hall  which  had  been  the  old  Seminary 
Chapel  has  been  converted  into  an  elegantly  furnished 
lounge  through  the  generous  gifts  of  the  Parents  and 
Friends  of  the  College.  Gifts  from  the  alumni  in  this 
three-year  period  totalled  $103,251  and  the  endowment 
was  increased  by  $368,963,  the  largest  single  gift  being 
the  bequest  of  $86,875  from  the  late  Henry  Straughan 
Stokes.  A  well-planned  campaign  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  science  building  has  been  launched.  Many 
new  faculty  and  staff  homes  have  been  built.  Record 
sums  have  been  received  in  the  form  of  grants  for  basic 
research  by  the  departments  of  physics  and  chemistry. 

Dr.  Gilmer's  administration  has  also  been  marked 
by  an  affirmative  response  to  the  moral  crisis  of  the 
times.  The  unrest  and  rebellion  that  have  affected 
male  college  students  all  over  the  country  and,  indeed, 
all  over  the  world,  have  been  felt  on  our  campus,  too. 
Hampden-Sydney  students  are  rightist  politically  but 
status-conscious  and,  to  a  large  degree,  the  sons  of 
privilege.  Secularism  and  the  "cult  of  sensation"  have 
contended  here,  as  elsewhere,  with  academic  serious- 
ness and  concern  for  the  world's  hunger  and  tragedy. 
Moods  of  immaturity  and  licence  are  reactions  to 
mounting  pressures,  academic,  socio-economic,  and 
ideological.  The  social  fraternities,  potentially  a  moral 
force,  have  often  abetted  luxurious  selfishness.  While 
many  have  viewed  all  this  with  hopeful  complacence, 
President  Gilmer  resolutely  set  himself  to  meet  these 
perils  on  the  spiritual  front.  With  the  help  of  student 
body  presidents  who  were  willing  to  endure  unpopu- 
larity, he  spurred  certain  reforms  in  student  govern- 
ment and  fraternity  conduct.  In  this  effort  the  Faculty 
supported  Dr.  Gilmer  almost  unanimously,  and  the 
more  serious  students  acknowledged  the  need  for 
change.  On  the  other  hand,  President  Gilmer  recognized 
that  wise  and  courageous  spiritual  leadership  is  the 
key  to  the  situation.  Help  came  from  our  staunch 
athletic  staff  and  from  two  dedicated  chaplains,  Dr. 
Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  and  the  Rev.  Arthur  M.  Field,  Jr. 
Good  faculty  morale  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  all 
are  returning — an  unusual  record. 

As  we  welcome  the  new  administration  of  Dr.  W. 
Taylor  Reveley,  so  auspiciously  begun,  friends  of  the 
College  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Gilmer  for  his  self-sacrificing 
accomplishments  and  wish  him  happiness  in  his  well- 
earned  year  of  refresher  study  at  Princeton  and  other 
centers  of  learning.  All  of  us  will  hail  his  return  to  his 
teaching  duties  in  the  fall  of  1964.

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Dr.  Reveley  Named 
Hampden-Sydney  President 

On  July  25  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  acting  upon  a  recommendation  of  its  nominat- 
ing committee,  chose  the  Reverend  Walter  Tavlor 
Reveley,  A.B.,  B.D.,  Ph.D.,  as  president  of  "the 
College.  Dr.  Reveley  thus  becomes  the  eighteenth  man 
to  occupy  this  office,  in  a  line  that  goes  back  to  1776. 

Dr.  Reveley  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydnev  in 
1939,  magna  cum  laude.  During  his  student  davs,  he 
was  distinguished  for  outstanding  leadership  in  student 
affairs,  serving  as  president  of  his  class  for  three  years 
and  as  president  of  the  student  body  during  his  senior 
year.  At  his  graduation  he  received  the  Gammon 
Cup  and  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion. 
He  had  been  active  in  athletics,  earning  his  letter  in 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball  for  three  successive 
years.  He  was  a  member  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  Chi  Beta 
Phi,  and  Omicron  Delta  Kappa. 

In  1939  Dr.  Reveley  entered  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia  and  received  the  B.D.  degree 
from  that  institution  in  1942.  He  was  ordained  to  the 
ministry  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  by  the  Presbvtery 
of  Lexington,  and  served  a  pastorate  in  Churchville, 
Virginia,  for  two  years.  He  entered  the  army  of  the 
United  States  as  a  chaplain  in  1944,  returning  to  a 
pastorate  in  Richmond  in  1946.  In  that  same  year  he 
went  to  Southwestern  University  at  Memphis"  as  in- 
structor in  Bible  and  acting  chaplain.  Subsequently 
he  became  associate  professor  and  then  professor  of 
humanities  and  religion  there,  and  recently  had  been 
made  dean  of  admissions  and  of  records. 

Dr.  Reveley  received  the  Ph.D.  degree  from  Duke 
University  in  1953.  The  subject  of  his  dissertation 
was  "A  Christian  Critique  of  Modern  Liberal  Demo- 
cratic Theory  as  Reflected  in  the  Writings  of  Jacques 
Maritain,    A.    D.    Lindsay,   and   Reinhold    Niebuhr." 

Shortly  before  his  acceptance  of  the  presidency  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  Dr.  Reveley  had  been  called  to'  the 
secretaryship  of  the  Division  of  Christian  Higher 
Education  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

In  addition  to  his  other  assets,  Dr.  Reveley  is  pos- 
sessed of  an  attractive  family.  Mrs.  Reveley  is  the 
former  Marie  Eason  of  Richmond.  She  is  a  graduate 
of  Longwood  College  and  by  family  and  personal 
association  has  been  identified  with  Hampden-Sydney 
since  the  mid-thirties.  Of  their  two  children,  Walter 
Taylor  III  is  a  rising  junior  at  Princeton  and  Caroline 
Christian  is  entering  the  freshman  class  at  South- 
west ern . 

The  Reveleys  took  up  their  residence  at  Middlecourt 
on  August  1 .

Much  Construction

There  was  considerable  building  activity  on  the  Hill 
during  the  summer  months. 

Two  new  faculty  homes  were  readied  for  occupancy. 
One,  of  white-painted  brick,  is  situated  on  the  corner 
of  Venable  Lane  and  College  Road.  It  is  part  of  the 
new  housing  development  at  the  south  extremity  of 
the  campus.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Edmund  Whitaker  are"  the 
occupants.  Dr.  Whitaker  is  professor  of  economics. 
The  other  house,  a  colonial  brick  structure,  is  situated 
on  Atkinson  Avenue,  next  to  the  home  of  Mrs.  D.  C. 
Wilson  and  across  from  the  Theta  Chi  house.  It  is 
the  residence  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jesse  C.  Thompson. 
Dr.  Thompson  is  the  newly-appointed  professor  of 
biology. 

The  remodeling  of  the  Chi  Phi  house,  inside  and  out, 
is  one  of  the  most  noticeable  campus  improvements. 
This,  the  most  venerable  (not  to  say  Venable)  of  the 
college  fraternity  houses,  goes  back  to  the  nineteenth 
century.  The  front  elevation  has  now  been  drastically 
but  attractively  remodeled,  and  the  building  has 
been  painted  a  Williamsburg  gray. 

The  interior  of  the  College  Shop  has  been  completely 
remodeled.  The  grocery  department  has  been  moved 
to  the  north  end  where  the  soda  fountain  was  located, 
and  the  fountain  is  now  in  the  south  end  where  the 
groceries  were.  A  glass  partition  separates  this  area 
from  the  rest  of  the  store.  Outside,  on  the  southwest 
front  toward  the  post  office,  a  small  patio  bounded 
by  a  low  brick  wall  has  been  constructed. 

Other  construction  includes  a  new  kitchen  and 
screened-in  porch  at  Thornton  Place,  the  home  of 
Professor  and  Mrs.  T.  E.  Crawley,  a  new  walk  to  the 
post  office  (gift  of  the  Class  of  1963),  an  addition  to 
the  maintenance  shop  back  of  Venable  Hall,  a  storage 
shed  behind  Gammon  Gymnasium,  new  lights  for  the 
basketball  court,  and  an  addition  to  the  telephone 
exchange  building  which  will  double  local  telephone 
facilities. 

Air  conditioning  will  be  installed  in  Winston  Hall 
during  the  winter  months.  The  ducts  are  already  in 
place. 
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New  Author  On  The  Campus 

WHEN  TOMORROW  COMES,  by  Marjorie  A. 
Pegram,  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.;  Zondervan  Publish- 
ing House,  1963 ;  152  pages,  $2.50. 

Another  name  has  been  added  to  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  literary  coterie  with  the  publication  of  Marjorie 
Pegram's  first  novel,  When  Tomorrow  Comes. 

Mrs.  Pegram  has  done  a  good  job  of  writing.  Her 
book  comes  as  a  happy  contrast  to  the  prevalent  tone 
of  modern  fiction,  in  that  her  characters  are  normal, 
believable  people,  not  obsessed  with  sex  nor  possessed 
of  the  demons  requiring  a  psychiatrist's  exorcism. 
They  have  their  problems  and  their  conflicts,  but 
these  are  such  as  might  happen  to  people  living  just 
around  the  corner. 

The  plot  revolves  about  a  young  minister,  Jim 
Harding,  entering  upon  his  first  pastorate.  He  becomes 
involved  in  the  question  of  the  direction  his  career 
should  take  and  the  complexities  of  choosing  a  wife. 
The  two  problems  mesh  into  one  solution.  The  love 
element  is  handled  naturally  and  with  ease. 

The  book  is  all  the  more  convincing  because  it 
displays  Mrs.  Pegram's  own  interests.  She  has  long 
'  been  active  in  church  work,  and  there  is  a  definite 
religious  cast  to  her  writing,  projected  without  stuffi- 
i  ness.  She  is  one  of  the  mainstays  of  the  choir  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  College  Church,  and  the  church 
choir  plays  no  small  part  in  her  novel.  Her  husband, 
William  D.  Pegram,  Jr.,  is  basketball  coach  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, and  basketball  is  also  involved  in  her 
story.  It  is  obvious  that  she  knows  whereof  she  writes, 
and  she  writes  with  sureness  and  dexterity.

One  Out  Of  Four  Freshman 
Applicants  Accepted 

Hampden-Sydney  was  able  to  accept  only  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  those  who  applied  for  admission  to  the 
freshman  class.  Out  of  660  completed  applications, 
159  were  enrolled.  It  has  been  a  problem  to  house 
even  this  number. 

As  usual,  Virginia  led  all  the  states  with  132.  North 
Carolina  was  second  with  seven  and  West  Virginia 
followed  with  five.  Delaware  and  Maryland  each 
contributed  three  men,  Kentucky  and  Michigan  two 
apiece,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  Louisiana,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  and  Wisconsin  each  contributed 
one  man. 

Of  the  total  number,  47  were  Presbyterians,  37 
Episcopalians,  32  Methodists,  and  28  Baptists. 

About  four-fifths  of  the  men  graduated  from  public 
schools  (79%  as  compared  with  21%  from  private 
schools) . 

The  new  class  seems  to  be  about  on  a  par  scholasti- 
cally  with  last  year's  freshman  class.  College  Board 
scores  are  not  quite  so  high,  but  on  the  other  hand 
55%  were  in  the  top  fifth  of  their  graduating  classes 
(compared  with  49%  last  year)  and  25%  were  in  the 
second  quintile  (22%  last  year). 


Scholastic  Averages  Continue 
Improvement 

The  scholastic  average  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
student  body  for  1962-63  was  somewhat  higher  than 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  which  had  shown  a  marked 
rise.  All  classes  except  the  juniors  showed  an  improve- 
ment over  their  predecessors.  Fraternity  men  suffered 
a  slight  decline. 

Comparative  averages  for  the  last  two  sessions  are 
given.  Fraternity  averages  in  both  cases  include 
pledges  who  had  not  been  initiated  by  the  end  of  the 
session.

MUNICH,  by  Keith  Eubank,  '42,  University  of  Okla- 
homa Press,  1963;  322  pages,  $5.00. 

It  is  doubtful  that  any  more  complete  or  detailed 
account  of  the  fascinating  story  of  Munich  has  come 
off  the  presses  since  the  eventful  days  of  September, 
1938.  Readers  have  been  acquainted  with  the  Munich 
story  only  through  scattered  information  gleaned  from 
the  various  news  media.  Now,  for  the  first  time,  thanks 
to  Dr.  Eubank's  book,  we  can  see  the  story  as  a  whole. 
Documentary  sources  not  previously  used  set  the 
positions  of  the  various  governments  involved  in  their 
proper  perspectives.  Foremost  among  these  are  the 
military  factors  which  made  Munich  a  necessity  for 
Great  Britain  and  the  two-faced  role  played  by  the 
Soviet  Union.  Above  all,  the  book  brings  into  focus 
a  new  picture  of  Neville  Chamberlain,  the  most  con- 
troversial figure  of  the  Munich  Agreement. 

The  careful  reader  will  not  want  to  miss  the  historical 
treatments  of  the  governments  and  personalities  con- 
nected with  Munich  which  make  up  the  greater  portion 
of  the  book.  Of  Mr.  Chamberlain  the  author  has  this 
to  say:  '  .  .  .  [he]  was  a  hard-working  businessman 
with  an  analytical  mind  who  had  entered  politics.  His 
nature  was  not  gregarious;  his  likes  and  dislikes  were 
pronounced.  His  shyness  led  to  brusqueness,  partic- 
ularly with  the  Opposition  ....  He  was  not  a  pac- 
ifist ....  Although  he  called  his  policy  'appeasement', 
he  did  not  mean  peace  at  any  price.  Appeasement  was 
the  study  and  peaceful  solution  of  problems  that  could 
cause  war.  By  removing  these  causes,  he  hoped  to 
avoid  the  war.  Another  world  conflict  with  millions 
dead  and  wounded  was,  to  him,  an  unspeakable  horror, 
and  he  was  willing  to  do  everything  in  his  power  to 
prevent  such  a  catastrophe  ....  The  great  weakness 
of  Chamberlain  was  his  failure  to  comprehend  that  a 
head  of  government  would  deliberately  plan  a  war." 
Chamberlain  warned  the  House  of  Commons :  "  Lasting 
peace  is  not  to  be  obtained  by  sitting  still  and  waiting 
for  it  to  come.  It  requires  active,  positive  efforts  to 
achieve  it  ...  .  We  have  only  laid  the  foundations  of 
peace.  The  Superstructure  is  not  even  begun  .  .  .  ." 
Thus,  prophetically,  Mr.  Chamberlain  spoke  to  future 
heads  of  government  who,  in  their  time,  would  hear 
the  cries  of  pacifism,  appeasement,  and  peace  at  any 
price. 

"No  appeasement,"  Dr.  Eubank  writes,  "has  come 
to  mean  inflexible  position  offering  no  compromise 
whatsoever,  thus  making  negotiation  impossible.  The 
danger  of  the  no  appeasement  policy  grows  from  the 
mistaken  interpretation  of  the  Munich  story.  According 
to  the  myth  of  Munich,  Chamberlain  and  Daladier 
simply  surrendered;  if  they  had  stood  fast  refusing  to 
compromise,  Hitler  would  have  backed  down  because 
he  was  really  bluffing  ....  At  Munich  the  Western 
powers  believed  they  were  unable  to  plunge  into  a  war 
in  order  to  find  out  if  Hitler  was  bluffing.  To  avoid 
being  caught  in  such  a  dilemma,  Chamberlain  took 
what  seemed  the  more  practical  course. " 


"The  Munich  Agreement,"  the  author  concludes, 
"was  aided  by  pacifists  and  frightened  politicians  who 
dared  not  face  the  threat  of  an  unthinkable  war  now 
become  thinkable.  It  was  created  out  of  military 
weakness,  fear  of  offensive  warfare,  and  poor  strategic 
planning  ....  It  was  the  tragedy  of  men  who  ignored  the 
future  danger  to  enjoy  the  ease  of  the  moment.  It  was 
a  story  of  free  men  who  were  unprepared  to  wage  war 
against  the  tyrant;  this  was  the  truth  of  the  Munich 
Agreement." 

For  all  historians,  indeed,  for  all  persons  living  in 
today's  world,  this  book  will  bring  a  clear  insight  into 
the  machinations  of  governments  and  their  leaders 
and  will  point  to  hope  for  the  future. 

THE  TRAINING  OF  CHURCH  CHOIRS,  by  James  R. 
Sydnor,  '33;  Abingdon  Press,  1963;  115  pages,  $1.50. 

Any  person  interested  in  the  field  of  church  music 
or  of  directing  any  kind  of  choral  work  will  find  this 
little  manual  an  invaluable  aid.  Dr.  Sydnor  states 
that  his  purpose  in  writing  the  book  is  to  help  make 
"good  Choirmasters."  His  procedure  was  to  write 
so  that  the  material  could  be  applied  to  children's  or 
youth  groups  as  well  as  to  adults,  to  give  basic  in- 
struction on  choir  technique,  and  to  introduce  the 
reader  to  the  essential  facts  regarding  choir  training. 

In  speaking  of  church  choirs,  Dr.  Sydnor  quotes 
John  Calvin:  "As  to  the  public  prayers,  these  are  of 
two  kinds;  some  are  offered  by  means  of  words  alone, 
and  others  with  song."  "Church  musicians,"  the 
writer  says,  "are  Christ's  musicians." 

The  contents  of  the  book,  as  indicated  by  chapter 
headings,  point  the  reader  to  specific  areas  of  interest. 
Some  of  these  are  Three  Characteristics  of  the  Church 
Choir  Director,  The  Director  and  His  Choristers, 
The  Choral  Instrument — the  Human  Voice,  Singing 
is  Correct  and  Beautiful  Speech  Sustained — Choral 
Diction,  and  The  Choir  at  Worship  with  the  Congre- 
gation . 

This  book  is  another  of  Dr.  Sydnor 's  basic  music 
books  being  published  by  Abingdon  Press  in  paper- 
back form.  It  is  a  must  for  all  directors.

Dear  Dr.  Allan : 

With  a  good  deal  of  interest  and  concern  I  read  your 
"Truth  and  Fable  in  Hampden-Sydney's  Admission 
Policy".  I  have  not  as  yet  been  asked  to  recommend 
anyone  to  any  college.  I  get  far  more  serious  tasks — 
an  investigator  from  the  U.  S.  Army  comes  in,  asks 
me  how  well  do  I  know  a  particular  boy  from  the 
County.  Without  having  to  ask  questions  I  know  he  is 
being  cleared  as  a  security  risk.  What  can  I  say? 
I  knew  him  when  he  was  a  boy,  knew  his  family, 
watched  him  grow  up,  but  I  don't  know  how  he  was 
indoctrinated  in  high  school,  how  his  feelings  were 
slanted  and  colored,  how  he  would  withstand  the 
brainwashing  of  a  captor.  I  don't  know  the  kind  of 
people  who  were  responsible  for  his  education  except 
that  the  same  were  approved  by  our  county  school 
board  as  being  qualified  to  teach  in  our  schools  .... 

In  the  1930's,  perhaps  it  was  1936,  I  had  occasion 
to  visit  Dr.  Whiting  at  his  home.  We  were  talking 
about  the  efforts  made  in  the  post-Civil  War  days  to 
help  boys  receive  an  education.  To  quote  Dr.  Whiting, 
one  has  always  known  you  can't  make  a  silk  purse  out 
of  a  sow's  ear,  hence  it  is  important  to  recognize  the 
latter  before  undertaking  an  impossible  transformation. 
The  opposite  to  this  is  the  diamond  in  the  rough,  which 
I  think  is  equally  difficult  to  recognize  .... 

In  the  last  war  the  "defense  industries"  attracted 
many  people  where  high  wages  did  not  always  mean 
pay  for  high  quality  of  work  done.  My  conclusion  here 
is  that  a  high  standard  of  excellence  should  be  re- 
warded with  adequate  pay  to  the  end  that  the  crafts- 
man might  again  find  his  place  in  our  society.  Pro- 
fessor Ropp  might  here  tell  me  that  excellence  admits 
but  one  standard,  and  I  would  agree. 

Mediocrity  is  in  itself  almost  a  standard  or  norm  and 
might  always  be  so  but  for  the  person  who  "with  one 
hand  behind  his  back"  can  set  new  levels,  be  it  in 
industry  or  in  education. 

It  was  a  privilege  to  read  your  article.  Few  in  your 
position  on  an  admissions  committee  are  as  well 
qualified  to  say  how  they  try  to  operate.

Dr.  J.  L.  Bugg,  Jr. 
Named  To  Administrative  Post 

Dr.  James  Luckin 
Bugg,  Jr.,  '41,  professor 
of  history,  has  been 
named  dean  of  the  fac- 
ulty at  the  University 
of  Missouri  St.  Louis 
Campus.  Appointment 
of  the  dean  formally  ex- 
tends the  administra- 
tion of  the  University  in 
St.  Louis  at  the  area 
known  as  the  Nor- 
mandy Residence 
Center.  For  the  present 
time  the  Normandy 
division  will  offer  only 
the  first  two  years  of 
University  work  until 
necessary  buildings  can 
be  provided  and  the 
teaching  staff  augmented  for  expansion  to  a  four-year 
curriculum. 

The  new  dean  has  been  on  the  University  staff  since 
1949,  when  he  was  appointed  instructor  in  history. 
He  was  promoted  to  assistant  professor  in  1950;  to 
associate  professor  in  1954;  and  to  full  professorship 
in  1961.  He  also  served  for  a  time  as  chairman  of  the 
department  of  history. 

He  teaches  courses  in  American  History,  the  Age  of 
Jefferson  and  Jackson,  American  Constitutional  His- 
tory, and  a  graduate  reading  course  and  seminar  in 
the  National  Period  of  U.  S.  History. 

A  native  of  Farmville,  Va.,  where  he  was  born 
July  25,  1920,  Dr.  Bugg  was  graduated  from  Farm- 
ville High  School,  and  did  his  undergraduate  work  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  obtaining  his  A.B.  degree,   summa 


Dr.  J.  L.  Bugg,  Jr.,  '41 
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cum  laude,  in  1941.  He  received  his  Master  of  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1942,  and 
then  entered  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  to  serve  in  World 
War  II  until  1946. 

Returning  from  active  duty,  Bugg  resumed  his 
graduate  studies  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  and 
received  his  Ph.D.  degree  in  1950,  after  he  had  been 
appointed  to  the  staff  at  Missouri.  He  had  also  served 
as  an  instructor  in  history  at  George  Washington 
Universitv  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  the  summer  of 
1948. 

As  a  student,  he  was  a  member  of  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa  and  of  the  Raven  Society,  honorary  service 
societies;  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  national 
scholastic  honor  society  in  Arts  and  Science;  and  a 
member  of  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  social  fraternity. 
He  has  been  elected  an  honorary  member  of  QEBH, 
honorary  service  society  at  the  University  of  Missouri. 

Professional  societies  of  which  he  is  a  member  include 
the  Virginia  Historical  Society;  the  State  Historical 
Society  of  Missouri;  the  Southern  Historical  Associ- 
ation; the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical  Association; 
and  the  American  Historical  Association. 

He  has  written  articles  for  professional  history 
journals  and  reviews,  and  published  a  textbook  on 
Jacksonian  Democracy.

Colonel  Conn  L.  Milburn,  Jr.,  '32,  received  a  pro- 
motion to  the  rank  of  brigadier  general  in  ceremonies 
held  in  June  in  the  Office  of  the  Army  Surgeon  General 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  General  Milburn  was  also  named 
head  of  the  Directorate  of  Personnel  and  Training 
of  the  Army's  Technical  Liaison  Division.

Dr.  W.  Ivan  Hoy, 
'36,  has  been  quite  busy 
during  the  past  year. 
He  was  recently  pro- 
moted to  the  position 
of  professor  of  religion 
by  the  University  of 
Miami,  where  he  has 
taught  on  the  faculty 
of  the  department  of 
religion  for  the  past  ten 
years.  Coming  to  the 
institution  in  1953  as  an 
assistant  professor,  he 
was  later  promoted  to 
associate  professor  and 
became  chairman  of  the 
department,  a  post 
which  he  continues  to 
retain.

ANDERSON.  The  Record  office  lias  been  notified  of  the  death 
of  Charles  C.  Anderson,  '23,  of  Kirkwood,  Missouri,  which 
occured  in  June,  1958.  He  was  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Nell 
Highfield  Anderson,  who  died  in  March,  1962. 

ATKINSON.  Paul  Tulane  Atkinson,  '07,  died  on  June  25,  1963, 
following  a  heart  attack  suffered  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  in 
Falls  Church,  Virginia.    He  was  seventy-six  years  old. 

A  native  of  Dinwiddie  County,  Mr.  Atkinson  was  the  son  of 
the  late  John  Pryor  and  Sallie  Green  Jones  Atkinson.  He 
received  his  A.B.  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney  in  1907.  On 
July  8,  1918  he  married  Miss  Margaret  Esther  Thomas.  After 
serving  nine  years  as  Division  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  Mr.  Atkinson  became  the  financial 
secretary  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  He  served  in  this 
capacity  and  as  treasurer  of  the  College  until  his  retirement  in 
1957.  From  1957  until  his  death  he  filled  the  post  of  alumni 
advisor  at  Hampden-Sydney.  During  World  War  1  Mr.  Atkinson 
served  in  the  Engineer  Branch  of  the  Army  and  attained  the  rank 
of  sergeant  major.  He  became  a  member  of  the  School  Trustee 
Electoral  Board  of  Prince  Edward  County  forty-seven  years  ago 
and  was  its  chairman  since  1926. 

Mr.  Atkinson  was  a  member  of  College  Church.  He  served  as 
a  trustee  of  the  church  for  fifty  years,  was  a  deacon  for  six  \cars, 
and  was  elected  an  elder  in  August,  1919.  He  was  active  in  the 
work  of  the  church  until  his  death.  For  approximately  twenty- 
five  years  he  served  as  Sunday  School  superintendent.   He  was  a 


member  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity  and  served  as  a  national 
officer  of  this  fraternity.  Mr.  Atkinson  served  as  director  of  the 
Prince  Edward  Branch  of  the  Association  for  the  Preservation  of 
Virginia  Antiquities  and  also  Forestry  Chairman  of  the  Keep 
Virginia  Green  activities  for  Prince  Edward  County. 

In  1957  the  alumni  presented  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Atkinson  to  the 
College  in  grateful  recognition  ot  his  contributions  and  long 
years  of  service. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  the  grave  in  the  College 
Church  cemetery  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Dr.  W.  Twyman 
Williams,  '03,  and  the  Reverend  Arthur  M.  Field,  Jr.,  '39,  were 
in  charge  of  the  services.

Other  brothers  who 
preceded  him  in  death  were  Thomas  Thweatt  Atkinson,  '12, 
Boiling  Jones  Atkinson,  '21,  and  John  Pryor  Atkinson,  '20. 

A  life-long  friend,  J.  Barrye  Wall,  editor  of  the  Farmville 
Herald,  wrote  the  following  editorial  which  is  reprinted  here  in 
its  entirety: 


Mr.  Hampden-Sydney 

The  development  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  for  the 
past  56  years  has  been  entwined  in  the  life  of  Paul  Tulane 
Atkinson.  He,  to  us  and  thousands  of  alumni,  was  Mr. 
Hampden-Sydney. 

His  record  as  a  student,  his  service  from  1919  to  1959 
as  financial  secretary  during  a  dark  and  trying  financial 
period  of  the  college,  and  his  leadership  in  alumni  affairs 
during  his  active  service  and  since  retirement,  exemplify 
a  devotion  second  to  none. 

He  had  the  qualifications  for  a  Hampden-Sydney  man. 
Born  of  pioneer  families  of  Southside  Virginia,  his  heritage 
and  training  exemplified  the  highest  in  Christian  char- 
acter. He  fulfilled  his  obligation,  and  left  for  others  an 
example. 

No  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  since  1907 
has  failed  to  come  under  the  influence  of  Mr.  Atkinson. 
He  was  their  friend;  their  interests  and  development 
were  his  main  concern.  He  rejoiced  in  their  successei  , 
suffered  in  their  failures  and  counseled  wisely  in  their 
Problems.  He  knew  every  college  student  (a  broad 
statement  but  true),  and  he  knew  their  parents,  grand- 
parents or  relatives.  He  loves  every  Hampden-Sydney 
man  and  he  was  loved  by  every  Hampden-Sydney  man. 

Nothing  was  too  good  for  Hampden-Sydney  and 
nothing  was  too  good  for  Prince  Edward  County.  He 
loved  them  both.  He  worked  for  their  best  interests, 
helped  carry  their  burdens,  and  contributed  to  then- 
development. 

A  man  among  men,  he  enjoyed  hunting,  farming, 
experimenting.  Among  boys  and  young  men  he  exerted 
a  cultural  influence.  Energetic,  enthusiastic,  quick  of 
wit,  inexhaustible  of  humor,  an  attractive  conversa- 
tionalist, a  staunch  friend,  a  w'ise  counselor,  a  real  whole- 
some personality,  Mr.  Atkinson  was  Mr.  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

BERNIER:  Charles  Arthur  "Yank"  Bernier,  '12,  died  at  his 
home  in  Cottondale,  Alabama,  on  June  20,  1963.  He  was  seventy- 
three  years  old. 

Mr  Bernier  was  a  native  of  Laconia,  New  Hampshire.  He 
entered  Hampden-Sydney  as  a  student  in  1908  and  captained 
the  football,  basketball,  and  baseball  teams  in  his  sophomore 
year.  His  last  two  undergraduate  years  he  spent  at  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute,  where  he  was  also  a  three-sport  man. 
After  coaching  briefly  in  New  Hampshire,  Mr.  Bernier  returned 
to  coach  at  Hampden-Sydney  from  1912  until  1917,  when  he 
went  to  VP1.  There  his  teams  won  South  Atlantic  champion- 
ships in  both  football  and  basketball.  He  then  coached  at  the 
University  of  Alabama   from    1920   to   1923,   and   returned  to 
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Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  1923.  He  remained  as  coach 
until  1939,  at  which  time  he  was  named  director  of  athletics. 
In  1940  Coach  Bernier  was  named  the  first  executive  secretary 
of  the  newly  formed  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Fund  and  con- 
tinued in  this  position  for  two  years.  He  then  returned  to  the 
University  of  Alabama  as  director  of  alumni  affairs  and  editor 
of  alumni  publications,  continuing  in  these  roles  until  ill  health 
forced  him  to  reduce  his  activities  in  1954.  Having  successfully 
instituted  the  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  Mr.  Bernier  then  became 
Special  Funds  Chairman  under  the  University  president's 
office  until  his  retirement  in  1961. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Grace  Bernier;  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
"Missy"  Bernier  Smith  of  New  York;  a  son,  Charles  Bernier, 
Jr.,  '37,  of  California;  a  sister,  Mrs.  M.  J.  McXamara  of  Laconia, 
X.  H.;  and  five  grandchildren.  Funeral  service-  were  held  at  the 
Spigener-Brown  Service  Chapel  with  burial  in  Tuscaloosa 
Memorial  Park.    (See  editorial  comment,  page  4.) 

Henry  G.  Erwin,  Jr.,  '49,  Weedonville,  Virginia,  lias 
been  reported  as  deceased, 

HOOKER.     The  Reverend  William  Bernard  Hooker,  '26,  met 

almost  instant  death  on  July  27,  1963,  when  his  car  collided 
with  a  freight  train  at  Edwards,  Mississippi.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  Air.  Hooker  was  pastor  of  the  Utica  and  Learned, 
Mississippi,  Presbyterian  churches. 

Mr.  Hooker  was  born  near  Edwards,  Mississippi,  on  August 
22,  1899.  He  received  his  B.A.  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney 
and  his  B.D.  degree  from  Columbia  Seminary  in  1929.  He  was 
ordained  by  the  presbytery  of  Central  Mississippi  and  held 
pastorates  in  that  presbytery  until  1942,  when  he  was  called 
to  serve  at  Charleston  and  Paris  in  Arkansas.  From  1942  to 
1945  he  was  a  chaplain  with  the  United  States  Army.  He  re- 
turned to  minister  at  churches  in  both  Mississippi  and  Meridian 
presbyteries,  before  returning  to  Central  Mississippi. 

Burial  was  in  the  Edwards  cemetery.

For  more  than 
forty  years  he  practiced  law  in  Favetteville,  West  Va.,  and  then 
returned  to  his  native  Buckingham  Countv,  where  he  served  as 
Commonwealth  s  Attorney  before  retiring'from  active  practice 
f-or  twenty-six  years  Mr.  Hubard  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
trustees  of  Hampden-Sydnev  College.  The  late  Robert  K 
Brock  s  account  of  Mr.  Hubard's  connections  with  Hampden- 
Sydney  appeared  in  the  January,  1955  issue  of  The  Record. 

Mr.  Hubard  married  Miss  Ruth  Drewrv  Whittle  of  Martins- 
ville, Va._  She  died  in  1919.  Four  children  survive:  Robert  T. 
Hubard,  35,  of  Hampden-Svdnev,  Mrs.  Walter  Lee  Penn  of 
Stuart,  Mrs.  Ralph  L.  Payne  and  Miss  Ruth  Whittle  Hubard 
both  of  Alexandria;  also  a  sister,  Mrs.  Albert  J.  Terrell  of  Ham- 
pden-Sydney, and  four  grandchildren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Johns  Memorial  Episcopal 
Church  in  Farmville,  with  burial  in  the  family  cemetery  at 
Chellowe.

McNEER.  Selden  Spessard  McNeer,  '15,  died  of  a  heart  attack 
at  his  home  in  Huntington,  West  Virginia,  on  July  23,  1963.  He 
was  sixty-nine  years  old. 

Mr.  McNeer  was  a  native  of  Union,  West  Virginia,  the  son  of 
Edwin  Selden  McNeer  and  Nora  Spessard  McNeer.  After 
attending  Hampden-Sydney  Mr.  McNeer  completed  his  work  at 
Washington  and  Lee  Universitv,  from  which  he  received  his 
LL.B.  degree.

PRITCHETT.  James  Ira  Pritchett,  Jr.,  '03,  Danville,  Virginia, 
died  on  June  16,  1963.    He  was  seventy-nine  years  old. 

Mr.  Pritchett  was  the  owner  and  operator  of  Dan  Vallev 
Flour  Mills  in  Danville  and  the  Piedmont  Flour  Mills  in  Lvncli- 
burg. 

SHELDON.  Rear  Admiral  Luther  Sheldon,  '03,  died  at  Bethesda 
Naval  Hospital  on  June  11,  1963,  following  a  long  illness.  He 
was  eighty  years  old.

USMC,  stationed  in  Hawaii;  Theodore 
Noyes  McDowell,  of  Washington;  and  Mrs.  Arthur  M.  Hill 
also  of  Washington. 
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TALBOTT.  Worthington  L.  Talbott,  '16,  died  on  November 
2,  1962.  The  president  of  the  Miami  Gravel  Company,  Chilli- 
cothe,  Ohio,  the  company  in  which  Mr.  Talbott  was  employed, 
wrote':  "We  are  sorry  to  inform  you  that  Mr.  Talbott  passed 
away  November  2,  1962,  after  a  short  illness.  He  spoke  often 
of  Hampden-Sydney  and  I  know  that  he  held  the  College  in 
high  regards.

He  had  been 
president  of  the  Roanoke  Association  of  Life  Underwriters  and 
the  Virginia  Leaders  Club.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Lions 
International  Council  and  was  a  former  district  governor  and 
president  of  Roanoke  Lions  Club. 

Mr  Trinkle  was  active  in  the  United  Fund,  Red  Cross,  the 
Virginia  Society  for  the  Blind,  and  a  former  deacon  m  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Martha  Dold  Trinkle;  a  daugh- 
ter Mrs.  P.  C.  Spruce,  Atlanta;  two  sons,  E.  N.  Trinkle,  Jr., 
'55  and  William  Aubrey  Trinkle,  Roanoke;  his  mother;  and  a 
sister,  Miss  Ethel  Lee  Trinkle,  College  Park,  Maryland.
